REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a second immunosensor that includes a second immobilized antibody 
that generates a signal that is the same as or predictably related to the degree of non- 
specific binding on a first immunosensor, and has an immunocomplex between the 
second immobilized antibody and an endogenous or exogenous protein that is in a 
sample and not the target analyte and a subtraction analyzer to subtract the second 
signal related to non-specific binding from the first signal. 

2. Zhang et al. (US 6,670,1 1 5) teach a first immunosensor that generates a first 
signal based on a sandwich assay and a second immunosensor that generates a 
second signal that is compared to the first signal and an analyzer that determines a 
corrected signal. Zhang et al. differ from the allowable claims by failing to teach the 
second electrode including a second immobilized antibody that generates a second 
signal that is predictably related to a degree of non-specific binding and has an 
immunocomplex between a second immobilized antibody and an endogenous or 
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exogenous protein that is not the target analyte and the analyzer being a subtraction 
analyzer. 

3. Litman et al. (US 5,156,953) teach a system comprising: a first immunosensor 
including a first antibody that generates a first signal based on a sandwich assay 
wherein a portion of the signal arises from a degree of non-specific binding, and a 
second immunosensor that generates a second signal that determines whether the 
amount of analyte is greater or less than a predetermined amount and acts as a 
calibration surface that indicates a quantitative determination by dividing the signal level 
at the measurement surface by the signal level at the calibration surface. Litman et al. 
determines specific binding on the calibration surface. Litman et al. differ from the 
allowable claims by failing to teach a second immunosensor that has an 
immunocomplex between the second immobilized antibody and an endogenous or 
exogenous protein that is in a sample and is not the target analyte and does not teach a 
subtraction analyzer that determines a corrected signal from the first and second 
signals. Litman et al. also fail to teach the second immunosensor generating a second 
signal that is the same as or predictably related to the degree of non-specific binding 
since Litman et al. is measuring specific binding and using that measurement as a 
calibration.
